with, letting out nothing till a reward is 
offered. 
That will cut off all more inter- 


lopers, f;o that if tho culprit i,s found, tha 
poor victim shall not have died iu vain, but 
tho reward shall mure to the benefit of 
scientific detection. 


When tho murderer has been found, let 


everything bo done decently and in order. 
It IK the conviction of tho guilty party that 
secures tho prize. Bo wise ami indict the 
mauslnyer for murder, manslaughter and all 
tho lesser crimes you can think of. At tho 
same 
time bo 
careful to continuo the 


present law so that no man can bo tried 
for murder until 
three 
judges of the 


supreme judicial court cau find time to pre- 
side at, his trial. Do not, on any account, 
lower the standard of such interesting cer- 
emonies. 


Be wary, and keep your government at- 


torneys well loaded down with business. 
Then give the murderer a sharp lawyer for 
his counsel, with an eye to traffic, and ail is 
safe, lie shall make formidable preparation 
for camping down before tho jury for the 
next six weeks. His next inovo shall be to 
offer to plead guilty to one of tho minor 
courts. Tho government attorney, not to 
bo outdone in courtesy, and in view of (he 
over burdened docket, and the impossibility 
of convening three judges to try the case, 
shall offer to accept a plea of guilty of man- 
slaughter. The littlo ceremony shall then 
be put through; a light sentence shall be 
awarded; the murderer shall bo imprisoned 
awhile until some fine Thanksgiving Day 
his many merits shall be remembered, and 
he shall bo pardoned. 
On the back seats of 


the court room many stolid men shall sit 
and ponder and lay those things to heart. 


Perjevero in a course like this and in duo 


time the good seed shall spring up. But if 
in the course of human events it shall hap- 
pen that a poor murderer shall bo tried, and 
convicted, and sentenced, then the good 
work of the philanthropist,-pure and simple, 
should begin, if he wants tho work of mur- 
der to go on. Then is the fit time for pe- 
titions aud entreaties for commutation. It 
shall do brave work iu nerving the arm of 
tho murderer. 
But if all tho.se (lids to tho 


good crop fail entirely, one more chance re- 
mains to sow tho good seed. Fly vigorous- 
ly the proper authorities with petition after 
petition for pardon. If all those works of 
mercy shall not save tho murderer, bo not 
discouraged, for they shall not be entirely 
fruitless, but shall strengthen the hands of 
tho coming men who bear knives, and 
sport sis shooters until iu good time they 
shall join tho army of murderers that shall 
possess tho land,

What conduct previous to yesterday be- 


trayi tin eiisteuge of a school "ring" we are 
aot familiar with. But "ring" is a very ugly 
.word to apply aud the use of the tickets at 
tot dedication hardly warrants it. Suppose 
that the doors had bt>4n thrown open and the 
hall had been filled with the first amviils. 
The probability is'the! »t.the dedication of 
the Eogers High School not a member of the 
school, school coiumitte»,or city government 
would have been present. .

A sheriff i 
undeniably a public servant, and yet •whcii- 
efer a hanging Is performed the sheriff ad- 
mits persons to his entertainment only by 
tickets and these tickets ore issued only to 
those most interested, law officers, medical 
gentlemen mid repreBeatatiTes of the pi-cut;. 
Of course this is a very corrupt ring, and 
yet, if b«t a Tory limited number can enjoj 
tha privilege of witnessing a hanging, the 
favorad few should be tbcso most interestei 
professionally, rathor than thoso who come 
the earliest and crowd_thc hardest. 


If "Pro IJono Publico" had boon in 


Washington on last New Years' day ho

HOW A TBAIN WAS SAVED.

conUiuedau account of. tho landslide at Fish 
houi« curre on the Troy aud Groenbush 
Railroad. Locomotive No. 39 of tho New 
York Central and Hudson Kivor Kailroad 
was coming up to bo attached to the first 
local train down, when it was caught by tht 
landslide, forced from the track and partly 
turned, BO that its headlight was pointed 
west. The slide occurred at six o'clock, just 
It the moment tho Now York and Boston 
•xpress was leaving tho Troy station. 
•nfinoer of No. 39 know that tho down train 
could not pass the obstructions. Ho told 
hi< fireman, Al. Batcom, to take a red lan- 
tern, go up the track and intercept the 
train. Baacom started on his minion; in 
the darkness ho stumbled and fell on the 
track; tho light was extinguished. 
The 


time waa to* short to allow him to return 
•ud procure another lantern; it was impos- 
sible in the strong wind to light a match. 
Covered with mud, but losing scarcely haU 
a minute, he pushed on; th« headlight of 
the approaching train came in sight; he 
knew that tho voice of warning, be it ever 
so loud, could not be heard above the roar 
of the train. He had but a few seconds in 
which to determine upon his course. What 
did he do? Something very few w»uld have 
thought of doing. Taking aim as best he 
might, he raised his lantern and hurled it at 
the approaching 
locomotive, and 
then 


awaited the result. He could not see where 
his missile landed; the intervening seconds 
seemed ten minutes. 


By what we now regard as a mysterious 


and beneficent interposition of Providence, 
it entered the cab window, breaking tha 
woodwork and coming within an inch of 
striking the fireman inside fairly in the face; 
if it had hit him he would have been se- 
riously injured. When the shattering and 
•nattered lantern fell at the engineer's feet, 
he knew that something had gone wrong 
and., whistled "down brakes"; th*. train 
llackeued speed and at length camo to a full 
stop, within a hundred fijet of tht wrecked 
locomotive, saved from destruction by the 
presence of mind of tho man who had thrown 
the lantern. 


At this point, where the way is ob- 


structed, the track is built on an embank- 
ment oloso by the river, and had a collision 
occurred between tho disabled locomotive 
and the moving train, the latter would have 
been thrown from the track into the rivsr, 
and the .horrors and loss of life, tha wonnd- 
ings aad maimings of New Hamburgh wov jj 
hare been repeated. All honor to Al. '&&-
